Certain observations on the internattonal application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, desciiption. and drawings or on the question whethei* the claims are fully supported by 

the description, are made: 



For the matter of claim 10: "when a cellular phone cannot be identified and the cellular 
phone is not registered, said cellular phone is brought into a state of being controlled during driving'*, 
specific descriptions are not found at all in the specification. Therefore, the matter is lacking 
disclosure in the sense of PCT Ailicle 5 and lacking support by disclosure in the specification in the 
sense of PCT Article 6 Further, it does not meet the requirement of clarity in PCT Article 6 in view 
of common general technical knowledge prevailing at the time of filing. 
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
